But she holds that her 
national honor is impugned in the Sulzer res- 
olution and she will not permit anything of 
the kind without manifesting resentment. 

This does not mean there is or would be 
danger of war with the great Slav en.pire. 
Neither Russia nor the United State wante 
anything of the kind. But it would have 
meant the handing of paasports to the Amer- 
jean ambassador and American consuls in 
Russia and that similar action would have 
been necessary on the part of the United 
States with respect to the Russian ambaa-’ 
sador and Russian consuls in this country. 


Protest Carried te Taft.. 

The Russian protest was communicated 
formally to the president by the Russien 
ambassador. An ambassador has the privi- 
lege of going direct to the chief of the state 
to whom he is accredited. M. Bakhmateff 
requested the president and the secretary of 
state to give him an Interview. They met 
at the White House and the ambassador 
then presented the communication from his 
government objecting to the spirit and lan- 
guage of the Sulser communication. 

A long discussion of the situation occurred. 
which brought out fully the views of Russia 
as well as those of the United States. 

The Russian government reiterated its con- 
tention that the interpretation it gives to the 
treaty of 1882, as a result of which persons 
of the Jewtsh race have found difficulty in 
gaining admission to or been excluded from 
the empire, is that contemplated when the 
treaty was negotiated. 


Russia’s Stand on Jews. 

Russia claims she has no objection to Jews 
as Jews. More than five million people of 
this race are among her subjects. Motiver 
of internal order, that country contend#, 
forced her to confine the greater number of 
Jews to a strip of territory known as the pale. 
These same motives have inspired her ad- 
ministrative orders with respect to the ad- 
mission of foreign Jews. and especialiy those 
of Russian birth, who have acqitired foreign’ 
citizenship. 

So far as the United States is concerned, 
it never has and never can draw a line be- 
tween citisens by birth and those by nat- 
urelization. No matter what his nationsi- 
ity before he acquired citizenship, an Amer- 
ican who is orderiy and obeying the laws 
of the country in which he may be traveling 
or resides is entitled to the fullest pro- 
tection of the flag. 

To prevent the abuse of American citi- 
tenship congress passed a law a few years 
ago under which naturalized citizens return; 
ing to the and ot their birth and residing 
there two years, thereby created a re-

Enox Hoped for Solution. 

R is evident from this review of the state- 
ment of the views of Russia and the United 
States that they had arrived at what diplo-

matically is called an impasse. Secretary 


Knox believed a loophole for escape from 
the situation was offered by a proposition 
he devised that Russia should admit only 
those Jews who might be officially commen¢- 
ed by their government. 

But in the face of the overwhelming adop- 
tion by the house of the Sulzer resolution 
Russia did not feel inclined to continue the 
Begotiations, and this inclination was 
strengthened by the realization at St. Peters- 
burg that if a concession were made to the 
United States, like concessions would have 
‘te be made to Germany, France, and Great 
Britain... 

In view of Russia d protest and the know!- 
@Gge that the senate would pass a resolu- 
tion for the denunciation of the treaty of 
1832, which might alse be objectionable to thé 
car, the president conceived it to be his 
duty to grasp the caster horn of the dilemma. 
He assured the Ru. am ambassador he had 
Ro desire to humiliate his government and 
that it was farthest from the wish of the 
American people to have strained relations 
with the Russian empire. 

Notification Bent by Taft. 

It would be most unfortunate, in his judg- 
ment, if the abrogation-of a treaty should 
Jead to a rupture which could only have 
@erious consequences for the interests of the 
two nations. Under the circumstances the 
president believed it te be advisable formally 
to potify Russia of the desire of thie gov- 
ernment to terminate the treaty of 1832 in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of article 12, 
as follows:

OPINIONS OF JEWISH LEADERS. 

Leaders of the Jewish people in Chicago 
yesterday told their opinions of Russia's 
stand on the passport question.

„President Taft has added dignity and 
honor both to himself and to the administra- 
tion by his action: I rejoice in the outcome. 
It will be heralded throughout the civilized 
world, 

“J am sure there will be no bad result“ 
from this action. I think Russia will dack 
down when she sees that this country is in 
earnest, but if the treaty should be termi- 
nated there will be no bad results; we will 
be held together by international law. Of 
course they will not have to recognize our 
passports, but we will be able to give them a 
little o ftheir own medicine.” 


Rabbi Stolz Praises Taft. 

„ am glad Président Taft has taken that 
stand,” said Rabbi Joseph Stolz of Isaiah 
temple, 4827 Langley avenue.

Judge Pinckney Points Failure 
to Care for Delinquents. 


MANY. GIRLS SENT - HOME. 


No Home for Epil ptie Children; Juve- 
nile Institutions Overcrowded. 


Judge Pinckney critictsed the state of Nu- 
nois for failing to take care of its delinquent 
children, especially ‘girls, yesterday at the 
meeting of the Catholic Woman’s league in 
the Fine Arts building. | 

The state of Iinois is supposed to look 
after its wards,” he sald, but hundreds of 
boys and girls are turned back who ought to 
be cared for Tne state is particularly lax 
in its attention to delinquent girls. Out of the 
475 delinquent girls who ‘came before the 
Juvenile court last year just thirty-five were 
taken care of by the state. There was no 
place for 225 girls, and they Were sent back 
home, where they probably went deeper 
into shame and dragged others with them. 


Epileptic Children Neglected. 

The state has no home for epl.eptic chil- 
dren and all of them have to be sent back 
home. There is only one state institution for 
the feeble minded. The semi-delinquents 
are forced to be put with the old offenders. 

“ Another thing that needs attention is the 
crowded and insanitary condition of the Ju- 
venile court and of the detention home. 
sf 90, or 100 children are crowded into 
the corridors where there ought to be no 
more than twenty-five. There is no place 
for them to play in the open, although the 
city could condemn some of the tumbie 
down places in the neighborhood and give 
them a park. There seems to be monty for 
everything under heaven except to take care 
of delinquent children.” 


Points Neglect of Parents. 

Judge Pinckney said that 75 per cent of the 
delinquent children were due to parental neg- 
lect. Boys come before the court because of 
the following causes: Parental neglect, 
temptation. bad associations and environ- 
ment, criminal tendencies, mischievousness, 
and truancy.

The purchase was made from Mrs. W. M. 
Laffan, widow of the owner of the property, 
and the price paid is said to range bet veen 
$2,000,000 and $2,500,000 

The negotiations. leading up to the passing 
of the control are said to have been con- 
ducted by James M. Beck of the firm of 
Shearman & Sterling, known in Wall street 
as Standard Oil attorneys. Since the death 
of Col. Franklin Bartlett, Mr. Beck has 
been acting ae attorney for the various Sun 
publications. 

No Association with Times. 

Owing to the fact that Mr. Reick for the 
last five years has occupied an important 
position on the New York Times, it led to the 
supposition that there was an association be- 
tween him and the owners of the Times eee SON ee ree Career oe the Times te |

denied today by the owners of the Times. 

When Mr. Reick became connected with 
the Times he acquired a small stock interest 
in that paper, which in all probability will be 
etken up by Adolph 8. Ochs, president and 
treasurer as well as the owner of the ma- 
jority of the stock of the Times company. 

Inclusive: of Mr. Ochs’ majority interest, 
90 per cent of the stock of the Times is held 
in that office, his associates being his brother, 
George W. Ochs, in charge of the Philadel- 
phia Ledger; Louis Wiley, business manager; 
Charies R. Miller, chief editorial writer, and 
C. V. Van Anda, managing editor. 

The Sun tomorrow, Dec. 17, will make the 
following announcement: 

The controlling interest in the Sun 
Printing and Publishing association has 
been purchased from the estate of WIl- 
ham M. Laffan by William C. Reick, 
who will direct the property in tere as 
president and publisher.

Mr. Reick was a close personal friend of 
the late H. H. Rogers. He numbers among 
his friends such powerful financiers as James 
Stillman. head of the National City bank. 
anu Clarence H. Mackay. the millionaire. 
Whether Mr. Stillman and Mr. Mackay are 
interested in the purchase of the Sun prop- 
erties could not be learned. 

As soon as practicable. it is understood, 
Mr Reick will extend his majority owner- 
ship in the Sun to include the stock held by 
Edward P Mitchell, president of the Sun 
Printing and Publishing association, and 
Chester Lord, managing editor of the Sun. 

Mr. Reick is believed to be ambitious to 
locate the Sun properties somewhere uptown.

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 16.—The 81.000 paid 
monthly to John J. McNamafa, as secretary- 
treasurer of the Internatitonal Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Workers, for

quired into today by the government officials 
conducting the dynamite investigation be- 
fore the federal grand jury. 

The relation of the fund to fees given Ortie 
McManigal, the confessed dynamiter, for his 
work in blowing up structures erected by 
nonunion workmen also was traced. 

From an employé of a livery concern at 
Muncie, Ind., the investigators learned of 
McManigal's movement of nitro-glycerin 
from Albany, Ind., to his storehouse at Mun- 
cle. McManigal, under the name of J. W. 
McGraw, bought 100 quarts of the explosive 
near Albany. 

It was delivered to him in a wagon outside 
the city, driven by him to an empty house at 
Muncie, and there packed in sawdust. He 
confessed he afterward used some of the 
nitroglycerin for explosiong at Peoria, III. 

According to McManigal, J. J. McNamara 
had explosions occur at Omaha, Neb., and at 
Columbus, Ind., on the same night. In this 
connection McNamara is charged by Mc- 
Manigal with having said:

KAISER ECLIPSED. BT PRINCE 


Doings of Son Attract More At- 
tention than Those of Father, 


CHILDREN TO BE WITH HIM. 


Refusal to Let Them Spend Christmas 
with Emperor a Surprise. 


BERLIN, Dec. 16.—The open refusal of 
the German crown prince to let his children 
visit their grandfathor, the kaiser. n heist - 
mas has caused a veritable sensation all 
over Prussia. 

Since the prince was banished to Dantsig 
following his openly applauding anti-Britigsh 
sentiments in the reichstag the dashing 
prince has become in an hour the most pop- 
ular figure in Germany. 

His attitude at the Morocco debate in the 
reichstag, however the more sober German 
papers may deprecate it, put his father in the 
shade. He stands for Germany's self-asser- 
tion and the whole nation seems to be behind 
him. 

Furthermore, Prince Friedrich Wilhelm 
appears to be that most dangerous of char- 
acters—a contradiction. Men who have had 
excellent opportunities for studying his char- 

r have written exactly that about him 
which writers with similar privileges Have 
denied.

To this day I can 
recall how 1 wondered when I saw him take 
a glass of claret from the decanter in front 
of him; somehow or other, the action seemed 
too human and too small for so mighty a 
man. 

My first impression was one of strange and 
delighted surprise.

Instead of being brutal 
and coarse and aggressive, it was remark- 
able above all the faces I ever yet had seen 
for its extraordinary refinement. 


Had Delicate Features, 

The complexion, though healthy, was pale 
rether than rubicund; the features were as 
delicate as if they had been carved by some 
great sculptor or were a cameo from the 
hand of a Benvenuto Cellini. The mouth 
especially attracted my attention. It was 
widé, as the mouths of orators usually are, 
but again its lines were 80 delicate that it 
struck you as small and delicate.

The sentences, perfect in form, came with 
deliberation and with such slowness that 
even a poor, inexperienced reporter like 
myself could record them with ease. 

The manner Was almost conciliatory, the 
tone almost conversational, the voice low 
and gentle, with that underswell which was 
one of its most marvelous qualities. The 
voice of Bright was unequaled by that of 
any man I ever have heard, except, perhaps, 
by the voice of Salvini, the great Italian 
actor. 

Disraeli says somewhere in one of his 
movele that the greatest voice is the low 


deeé, his voice was so thrilling that in after 
years I could not hear him begin a speech 
in. house of commons with the common- 
place words, “ Mr. Speaker, ir,“ without.

Slight Nasal Twang. 

There was one thing which struck me— 
pethaps it was because I was then so un- 
accustomed to the English accent—as rather 
peculiar, and that was a slight suggestion 
of a nasa] twang in che delivery.

with Big Program. 

One of. the interesting outgrowths of the 
provincial essembies is an organization. 
formed in June of this year in Peking, known 
as the United Association of the Provincia! 
Assemblies. It has committéd itself to the 
following program: To respect the.monarch 
and constitution; to improve and reform 
administrative matters in the provinces; g> 
develop the flnaneial resources of and for the 
people; to further popular intercourse with 
foreigners; to encourage and exalt the mili- 
tary spirit in education. 

The first nationa. assembly convened in 
Peking lest autum. and literally ran down 
early in January of this year. To get the 
full significance of the national assembly we 
must bear in mind the nature of its mem- 
bership. As we saw yesterday. half the 200 
members are appointed by the throne. It 
would seem that there could have been no 
doubt about these. especially as such a 
large number of them represented or were 
allied to the throne. The remaining 100 mem- 
bers are chosen by viceroys or governors 
from the membership of the provincial as- 
sembijes. Inasmuch as governors and vice- 
roys owe their tenure of. office to the throne, 
it would seem that his second half might 
aleo be amenable to reason. In other words, 
it was believed and confidently expected that 
the pace of the national assembly wo 
be set from on high. What happened? 

Dignity and Hard Work. 

The assembly, like the provincial assem- 
Dies. set to work in a calm and dignified 
way. The elected members at once showed 
a disposition to be independent and an ut- 
terly unforeseén capacity for work. The 
fear that they would spend all their time 
wrangling at once disappeared. They got 
right down to business and clamored for 
more. One member complained about the 
tack of particulars submitted with the propo- 
sitions they were expected to consider, mak- 
ing it impossible for them to deal with a 
subject in the manner it deserved. ‘“‘ Thus 
valuable time is wasted.” — ' 

Both sides made mistakes. Never had the 
goverrment found itself at such close quar- 
ters with euch keen critics. Never had of- 
fcials, who nominally represented the péo- 
pie. found themaéives in the saddle. Not 
unnaturally, the wine of power went to their 
heads. Their greatest conflict was with 
the grand ccuncil. The grand council was 
really a reactionary body. and, if it could 
have bad its way, would have impeached 
the national assembly. As it was. the presi- 
cent of the grand council, Prince Ching, was 
aiscomfited. 

But time has softened criticism; nor should

ATTENTION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


The London Times Declares That This 
Country Is the Loser by the Emigra- 
tion to Canada, , 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 16 — The exedus of farmers 
and farm laborers from the United States to 
Canada is a subject for discussion in the Len- 
don Times, which ‘says that it is a phenom- 
enon which, while not new, is startling in its 
rapid increase. The Times editorially says 
the character as well as the volume of the 
movement has not been taken into account, 
and it would seem that Canada stands to 
gain much and the United States to lose not 
a little by the transfer of population now 
taking place. 

The agricultural immigrants from the 
States into Canada are of the best type. 


They are nearly all Anglo-Saxons, or at any 


rate of Teutonic origin, men who have done 
well for themselves across the frontier. How 
far their advent will affect the political situ- 
ation in Canada is a hard problem, which 
time alone can solve. ’ 

Commissioner of Immigration Williams of 
New York is cited as the authority for the 
statemem that the immigrants of the present 
day are inferior morally and physically to 
the immigrants of the earlier period of Ameri- 
can history and that the natives of south- 
eastern Europe in particular possess no ca- 
pacity for assimilation into citizenship of the 
United States. 

Dr. Eliot’s opinion, on the contrary, is 
that the majority of immigrants from the 
Mediterranean and southeastern Europe are 
not incapable of becoming good American 
citizens in time. The Times concludes:

The cities visited were Philadelphia, Boston, New 
York, and Brooklyn. Although the orchestra was known in Phila- | 
ugh its summer appearances at Willow Grove, that 
city disp the slightest interest in its concert. Boston, famous 
as the home of symphonic music in America, was somewhat more 
cordial on the part of the public, while the critics were generous. 
New York supplied the largest and the most enthusiastic audi- 
e, and the most conservative critical estimates of the organi- 
zation. 
The program offered to the east was the same presented in 
Chicago on the afternoon of Dec. 8 and the evening of Dee. 9. It 
opened with the Coriolanus overture of Beethoven. Strauss’ 


Don Juan” prefaced the Elgar violin concerto, played by Mr. 


Spalding, and the second symphony of Brahms was the concluding 


number. Philip Hale, dean of American critics, prophesied that 


Boston would find this selection far too serious and that the audi- 
ence would be small. The event proved him correct as to the size 
of the gathering that listened to the Thomas orchestra last Tues 
day evening in Symphony hall, but at fault as to the disposition 
of the few who attended, for, gs he put it, the enthusiasm of the 
hearers should be a consolation to Mr. Stock and his valiant 
players.” ) 

Mr. Hale began his review of the concert, which appeared in 
the Boston Herald for Dec. 18, with some reference to previous 
appearances of the Thomas orchestra in Boston which took place 
on Oct. 29, 1869, and March 22, 23, and 24, 1898. He iniplies 
that the standards advanced by the orchestra on those occasions 
were worthy of its founder, who then conducted, for he continues t 
“ Chicago may still be proud of this orchestra and its conductor, 
The orchestral performance is distinguished, first of all, by the 
perfect balance of the choirs. The strings have a warm quality 
and an incisive bite according to the demands made upon them.

twenty years. And this may be said of the brass choir: in the 
stormiest passages there is no blatant tone: the instruments are 
not goaded till sonorousness degenerates into mere noise.

Enthusiasm Marked Characteristic. 
From the foregoing it is quite plain that the quality of the 


Thomas orchestra which most impressed Boston is the quality 


that invariably causes comment from the visiting artists. The 
Thomas orchestra possesses enthusiasm. It was recently the 
writer’s good fortune to attend a coneert of the Boston S-mphony 
orchestra, and in the light of the impressions then obtained it is 
easy to discover the source of Mr. Stock’s enormous success in 
that city, for Boston’s orchestra, thongh possibly the most finished 
and polished musical machine in Europe or America, is not re- 
markable, just at present, for enthusiasm. 

Allowing for the differences in acoustics and for the insur. 
mountable disadvantages of Orchestra hall in this respect,/it is 


possible, however, to impute to the Boston orchestra one virtue 


which may not always be claimed for our own organization. In 
sensuous beauty of tone, in the perfect amalgamation of the vari- 
ous choirs, even of such important solo instruments as the first 
violin, the principal cello, the first oboe, or clarinet, the Boston 
Symphony stands alone among all orchestras. 

To one accustomed to an aggressive ‘cello choir, to the glorious 
cantilene of Schreur’s clarinet or Barthel’s oboe the impression 
of this unity of orchestral tone is wonderfully attractive. To 
hear always the tone of the orchestra as a whole, to sense its 
translucent quality whereby the color of the glowing mass of tone 
can vary through the whole range of the orchestral spectrum and 
yet not be dispersed into its component parts is a novel experience 
after the vivid and more highly contrasted values of the Thomas, 
the Chicago Opera, or the Metropolitan orchestras. One feels 
that every type and school of music would be endowed with a 
peculiar atmosphere when presented by the Boston orchestra, 
One feels, too, that if music in truth be but sounding air” them 
the Boston orchestra is able most nearly to free it from the tram- 
mels of grosser material agencies. 

Strings, wood winds, and brasses have all been touched with 
this magic. Given such an orchestra, the explanation of Boston’s . 
devotion to the music of modern France is self-evident, for it is 
obvious that in the direction of refinement, acoustic purity, and 
sensuous warmth the Boston Symphony is supreme.

Estimate of Max Fiedler. 


It is ‘with less certainty that one ventures an estimate of the 
Boston orchestra’s present conductor, Max Fiedler. A single 
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hearing in such a work as the Tschaikowsky Romeo and Juliet a 


overture could not possibly suffice as a measure of his art. But 
it may suffice to indicate certain admirable qualities. These are 
concerned with a reposeful and masterful control of orchestral 
resources, with a wholesome conservatism, with a dignity of spirit 
and an authority of manner singularly impressive and convincing. 

Mr. Fiedler's beat is as quiet and as certain as Campanini’s. 
It nothing of that interpretative eloquence of gesture 
— by Weingartner, whom Mr. Stock most resembles in 
manner, nor does it partake of the restrained but dramatic inten- 
sity of Nikisch. But if the audience is forgotten by Mr. Fiedler 


it is only because his attention is centered in the task of conveying — €

Rewards for this year's cordest were an- 


nounced yesterday. when the Winton com- 
pany declared tre winner of the $1,000 first 
prize to be F. W.'Mulférd of Cincinnatl, a 
chauffeur employed by R. R. Reilly, who 
drove his car 27,325 miles in the eight months 
at an upkeep experse of $1.20. 

There were twenty prizes in all and Chicago 
figured more prominently than any other 
city in the division of the spotis, Chicago 
chauffeurs winning tive of the prizes, each 
worth $l). Fifth place went to William 
Tesnow, driver for J. W. Strackbein; eighth 
place went to G. W. Butler, in the employ of 
J. E. Clenny; ninth to P. O. Hawkins, driv- 
ing for W. B. Simpson twelfth to E. P. Bru- 
baker, pilot for James W. Stevens; and.four- 
teenth to William J. Green, chauffeur for E. 
L. Smith. 

These five i covered a total of 
101,125 miles in the eight mohths at an up- 


keep expense of $10.76. Four of the five went 


through without spending a cent, while 
Green's debit was the only biot on the 
escutcheon. Tesnow went 23,970 miles, But- 
ler 21,133, Hawkins 20,551, Brubaker 18,960, 
and Green 16.881. 7. 

> 

Probably the feature of the contest was the 
work of Butler, who has run for the prize four 
times now. being-in the money every time. 
Only once was he debited for an expenditure, 
that being last year, when he paid out 30 
cents. He is driving the-same car now he 
cid in wos, when the contest was inaugu- 
ratec. In Mus he finished ninth with 5.135 
miles, in 1008 he was first with 17,084, in 1910 
he was second with 19,015, and in 1911 he had 
21.133. This gives him a grand total of 62,306 
miles in 976 days of running, or an average 
of better than eighty-two miles aday. Any 
one who has driven at al! will appreciate 
what this means: A car in ordinary city use 
will not cover more than 3,500 miles during an 
entire year, yet Butler went almost seven 
timés that for cight months. 

There were sixty-four cars in the contest 
this year, spread throughout the country. 
Every precaution was taken to insure the 
honesty of the returns, and the drivers and 
their owners had to give affidavits as to the 
performances, and in addition each driver 
had to file a monthly report. Yet those sixty- 
four cars were driven a total of 808. 206 miles. 
the total repair expense being $376.10. In the 
four years the fifty prise winning cars have 
totaled 744,426 miles at a repair expense of 
$170.27, averaging 22.8 cents per 1,000 miles, 
according to the returns.

Once 
more he had it fixed, and then he was 
matched to fight Joe Gorman in Oklahoma 
When the fight started Brown immediately 
tried to keep the tender spot out of the 
way of Gorman's punches. But it wasn't 
jong before Gorman landed a good punch 
Hush on the spot that had been aplit open. 
Brown quickly backed away and reached 
up to see if the old wound had been re- 
opened, but it hadn't. Once more in the 
same round did a blow land on Brown's sore 
spot, and it didn’t do any damage.

In addition to the royal perquisite of a reap- 
ing of “wild oats” he was saddled with the 
estate of Sandringham early in his career. 
He had to entertain many distinguished 
guests, which necessitated many attendants. 
The income of the king was indeed leas than 
many of the dukes, including the Duke of 


Devonshire, the Duke of Bedford. the Duke 
of Westminster, the Duke of Sutherland, 


the Earl of Derby, and the Bar! of Dudley. 
After the expenditures of the king became 


so great that the Rothschilds intimated it 


was impossible to make further advances 
the king did his best to cut down expenses. 
He sold rare wines, horses, furniture, and 
other possessions. Ford Farquhar, Lord 
Esher, and Sir Ernest Cassell came to his 
aid with huge sums of money, and the ex- 
penses of the court were cut down one-half. 
George V. does not believe in as expensive 
a court as was maintained by his father. His 
tastes are simpler. He enjoys being with his 
family more than he does entertaining 
strangers. The expenses of the court are 
stil] high, but they. haye been cut down 


King George is not extravagant, however, and 
spends only what is necessary.

King Leopold was poor for a long 
time. The late King Victor Emmanuel was 
nearly always in financial difficulties.

Present Surroundings Bit Strange.

To such a menage all of her intimate fam- 
ily will go for Christmas. Her annual fes- 
tivities of the season will be in no degree 
abated, only adapted to another setting. 
Potter Palmer Jr. and family are already 
three. Honoré Palmer and family are going, 
as are Adrian Honoré and others of the name 
Her father is already there. 

How they will celebrate another year is be- 
yond prediction, for Mrs. Palmer’s mind = 
far from made up as to what sort of edifice 
to bulld for herself there.

e gd front does not open on a wide hall

It has two entrafces, ene into a wide area, 
which runs the length of the house and is 
the living room; the other which runs paral- 
lel the length of the house and is the dining 
room. They are finished in the rear with 
French windows. And, by the way, the rear 
is as much a work of art as is the front. 

Every device is used to take away all sug- 
gestion that back is back and any less dig- 
nified or beautiful than the front with its 
unbroken green lawn and its view out over 
the gulf. 

The driveway curves around the rear of 
the grounds and touches the house at the 
back.

Bedroom Suites Alike. 

Two of these suites are In in the middle 
of the upstairs. When. ‘the’ two ‘families are 
present at the same time probably they will 
be occupied by the grown ups and the 
children will take the suite downstairs. They 
are all alike, and are embellished with dis. 
colonial fireplaces. On the same floor but 
approached by a different stairway are the 
servants’ rooms—six of them, for the accom- 
modation of such as should be lodged in the 
house. Besides this there is another house 
for their accommodation, as wel las a ga- 
ragé, and a laundry, all of which are rather 
beside the matter of consideration.. Oppo- 
site the bedroom euite downstairs is one of 
the largest of recorded butler’s pantries. Off 
from it are the kitchen and the numerous 
little cubby holes for one thing and another 
needful to the proper service of euch a 
ménage. 

This place is eight miles from the spot 
on which Mrs. Palmer expects to build. The 
land allotted to the sons in similar in extent 
and appearance as to their mother’s. The reef 
does not run along the bay as far north as 


they are located, and they get an unob- 


‘structed view of the sum when it sinks into 


the gulf. Both of the places are thickly 
grown over, large areas in palms, gua va.

Such is the simple life that she has chosen 
to replace the gayety of other years. Only 
if you happened to be a native of the west 
coast of Florida or even a settler of some 
years’ resdence, you might not regard it as 
simple at all. The neighbors all consider 
that the ultimate of life, gayety, and activity 
is suddenly come to dwell among them, and

Stewart and a few others called a meeting: 
It was the one which took place in the back 
parior of a priyate residence.

Was in delicate health, but there seemed to 


be no one else to take the presidency, and 
she consented. She went all over the state 
organizing clubs. and she organized twelve 
of the twenty-one in Chicago and suburbs. 

Dvery year sde has been trying to retire. 

She 
Wished to spend some time in her charming 
big, old fashioned home out in Jefferson 
avenue, with its airy sweeps of space and 
its wide staircase. This house has always 
deen an open house to relatives and guests, 
and it seemed to Mrs. Stewart as if she had 
less opportunities for enjoying it than any 
one else. 

All that I have ever done,“ she says, “I 
have done more as a duty than anything else. 
I have always been so terribly timid that I 


never spoke with any satisfaction to myself
